At the same time, two-| 
thirds of the people in the world 
exist on a diet barely above sub- 
sistence level. | 

That paradox has occurred in the | 
past. Farm people have always 
hoped that some system could be | 
devised whereby their surplus food 
production could be so distributed 
as to enable hungry people to have 
a better diet and at the same time 
prevent prices falling to ruinously 
low levels. 

The world should regard food 
surpluses as an asset instead of a 
liability. Food is a prime necessity 
of life and there is no substitute 
therefor. Without food, workers 
cannot turn out manufactured 
goods, mines cannot be operated, 
railways cannot be run and ship- 
ping will come to a standstill. Lum- 
bering operations in forests will not 
proceed if workers are not fed. and 
all other human occupations will 
slow down to a halt. The teem- 
ing masses in the great cities of 
tre world rely upon the farmer for 
their daily bread. And yet it seems 
an economic crime to build up 
food surpluses.

The farmer, most of all, 
has an important role to play in 
@ny measures which Canada may 
have to take to fight off attack. 

Destruction of sources of sup- 
ply for fighting forces is a tech- 
nique already being employed ef- 
fectively in areas where war 
flames, even now. Any assault on 
Canada, according to the experts, 
would certainly give priority to 
sections which sustain the popula- 
tion with food. as well as to sites 
of great arms production plants 
and industrial zones generally. 

The potential dangers of biolo- 
gical and chemical warfare have 
| already been explained, with their

threat to such places — incendiar- 
ism. 

When we think of arson — the 
deliberate firing of property — we 
usually think of such acts as di- 
rected against stores of materials,

The following is a summary of 
results of experiments at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta: 

1. Market Weight of Hogs — 

Hogs marketed at 200 to 210 lbs 
gave higher net returns than those 
marketed at either 175 to 185 lbs 
or 220 to 230 Ibs. 

Amount of fat in the carcasses 
increased as the pigs became heav- 
ier and the light pigs were prob- 
ably most desirable in this respect 
However, carcass weights of the 
200 to 210 lb. pigs were all within 
the desired grade A range of 140 to 
i170 lbs., while the lighter and 
heavier carcasses were not all with- 
in this range. Female hogs yielded 
more desirable carcasses than 
males. 

A summary of all lots indicates 
that rate of gain increased as the 
pigs became heavier, but daily 
feed sensumption increased more 
rapidly so that feed required per 
100 lb gain became greater.)

2. Supplemental Minerals for 

Hogs — 

The addition of bonemeal, mang- 
anese or cobalt, or a mixture of 
manganese, cobalt. iron, copper. 
magnesium and zine to a practical 
swine ration used in this test did 
not influence rate of gain or feed 
efficiency From the results of 
this experiment it would appear 
that suuplemental minerals other 
than iodized salt and limestone are 
not necessary in Alberta swine 
rations. The addition of necessary 
supplements, such as protein of 
good quality, calcium, iodized salt 
and vitamins A and D, pay for 
themselves many times over, but
